Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant pointed out the different between Geyssel and the present 
claimed invention. Particularly, Fig. 1 of the present claimed invention shows that the drinking straw transfer unit 
(drum) is positioned above the bag and thus above the conveyor belt at an acute angle. The examiner maintains that 
Geyssel clearly anticipates the claimed invention as recited in claims (7-14), and the examiner also pointed out that 
Geyssel clearly discloses that the drinking straw transfer unit is fully capable of rotating at any desired angular position 
with respect to the conveyor surface to transfer the straw onto the container such as the bag as recited in the 
applicant's claimed invention. 

Applicant considers filing an RCE in which structure limitations of the straw transfer mechanism maybe added to 
overcome the reference of Geyssel.. 
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
